I— The migration to England and Scotland. 

Absolutely accurate returns of the numbers of Irish Agricultural 
Labourers ^ 110 migrate each year to Great Britain are not available, 
esrimnt, “ for “ atao “ wblob 18 obtained allows a closely approximate 
onlW^ t0 U made ’- , Returns from three different sources are 
collected each year with reference to these labourers.

epaitment are supphed with information showing the number of 
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temporary emigrants leaving the principal Irish ports, excepting 
Dublin. This return of temporary emigrants includes not only the 
exodus of agricultural migratory labourers here considered, but the 
general movement at the ports of rural and urban labour. The 
numbers thus enumerated are much larger than those of the migratory 
labourers referred to in this Report. In the case of Dublin, owing 
to the number of migratory labourers passing through this port, a 
portal enumeration has been found to be attended with exceptional 
difficulties In former years the authorities of the Midland Great 
Western Railway and the Great Southern and Western Railway 
kindly furnished returns showing the number of migratory labourers 
that passed over their lines to Dublin and via Dublin to England 
and Scotland, but owing to the _ discontinuance of the issue of 
“ harvesters’ tickets ” the authorities of the former Company are 
unable to furnish corresponding returns for the year 1912 ; it is 
impossible therefore to show the number of migratory labourers 
passing through the port of Dublin. 

Third, special inquiries have again been made amongst employers 
of Irish migratory labourers in England and Scotland, and the reports 
received from those sources furnish information in regard to the state 
of employment, work, earnings and savings of the Irish labourers. 


Decline in the Number of Migratory Labourers. 


The numbers of migratory agricultural labourers enumerated by 
the first of the methods referred to on page 3 are, as is only to be 
expected, less than the actual number of agricultural labourers that 
migrate each year, but the returns when compared from year to year 
may be taken as an indication of the increase or decrease m this 
temporary movement of labour. The enumeration was first carried 
out in the year 1880, and has been repeated each year since then. 
The average numbers enumerated for each year for eac ^ 9™“' 
quennial period since 1880 were 1880 to 1884— 18,050 ; 1885 to 
1889—12,338 ; 1890 to 1894—14,474 ; 1895 to 1899—16,696 ; 1900 
to 1904—18,587 ; 1905 to 1909—13,655. The number enumerated 
in 1910 was 10,225, as compared with 8,878 in 1911 and 9,211 
in 1912. 


There accordingly has been a very considerable decrease m the 
numbers of Irish migratory agricultural labourers who have visi e 
Great Britain in recent years. 

The only other returns available for measuring these migrations 
are the returns of temporary emigrants furnished by the Regis Sra 
General for Ireland for all ports from which these persons sail, 
the exception of the port of Dublin, and the returns of n j 

that booked via Dublin for Great Britain at stations on the ill

These two sets of returns indicate the same falling off m the num 
of migratory labourers.

sailed from ports other than Dublin were during each of the last six 
years. 17, 677 in 1907 ; 17,114 in 1908 ; 16,131 in 1909 ; 13,707 in 
1910; 12,222 in 1911, and 11,879 in 1912. It should however be 
pointed out that probably more than half of these emigrants were 
not migratory agricultural labourers, but the decrease in their numbers 
is largely due to the falling off in the numbers of these labourers. 
The numbers of migratory agricultural labourers who booked during 
each of the five years 1907 to 1911 via Dublin for Great Britain at 
stations on the railways referred to above were : — 15,958 in 1907 ; 
15,632 in 1908 ; 13,721 in 1909 ; 12,639 in 1910, and 10,855 in 1911. 
The corresponding figure for 1912 is not available for the reasons 
stated above. Accordingly each of the three sets of returns indicate 
a considerable decline in the numbers of migratory agricultural 
labourers who visited Great Britain in recent years. The actual 
numbers that migrated in 1912 were probably slightly in excess of 
those that went in 1911, but very likely did not much exceed 16,000. 
The estimated numbers that migrated in each of the previous five 
years were : — 15,500 in 1911 : 18,500 in 1910 ; 20,500 in 1909 ; 
22,500 in 1908, and 24,000 in 1907. 


The Areas from which the Migratory Labourers are Drawn. 

As far back as records go, County Mayo has been the principal 
source of migratory labourers. The largest numbers come from the 
Poor Law Unions of Swinford and Westport, amounting in 1912, 
according to the returns of the enumerators, to 2,389 and 1,223 
respectively. The numbers from other Unions in Co. Mayo are also 
large : — from Castlebar 599, Claremorris 457, Ballina 360, and 
Belmullet 357. From none of the other counties of Connaught is the 
movement so widespread or so strongly marked, though considerable 
numbers are also drawn from Galway, Roscommon, and Sligo. From 
County Galway there were 618 migratory labourers, of whom 286 
belonged to the Poor Law Union of Glennamaddy and 216 from the 
Poor Law Union of Tuam. From County Roscommon, out of a total 
number of 426 migratory labourers, 391 came from Castlereagh. 
From County Sligo, out of a total of 302 migratory labourers, 239 
came from Tobercurry. The numbers from County Leitrim were 
small. Over 87 per cent, of the labourers of Connaught find their 
way to England ; the remainder, consisting chiefly of Achill workers, 
going mainly to Scotland. 

Ulster is the only other province from which there is any large 
movement of migratory agricultural labourers, and of these over 
91 per cent, are from County Donegal. In 1912 the number of 
migratory labourers from Donegal was returned as 1,914. Of this 
number 1,120 came from the Union of Glenties, 456 from Dunfanaghy, 
147 from Inishowen, and 119 from Millford. Almost all go to work 
in Scotland, chiefly in the Lothians and in the eastern counties. The 
total numbers of migratory labourers who went to Great Britain in 
1912 from Munster and Leinster were returned at only 230 and 23 
respectively. 
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Migratory Labourers as Landholders. 

While, as has been pointed out, a local enumeration cannot under 
existing conditions furnish a complete record of the numbers 
migrating, it affords representative information as regards the 
status of the migratory labourers. Thus of the 9,217 migratory 
labourers in 1912, about whom information was obtained at their 
homes, i ,250 did not hold any land, 323 had holdings not exceeding 
five acres, while 1,644 had holdings of over 5 statute acres. Of the 
migratory labourers having holdings exceeding 5 acres in extent 
over 85 per cent, had holdings between 5 and not exceeding 20 acres 
in size. Among the migratory labourers in 1912 there were 640 
having holdings above five and not exceeding 10 acres, 545 above 
10 and not exceeding 15, and 223 having holdings above 15 and not 
exceeding 20 acres. The total number of migratory labourers who 
had holdings of above 20 acres amounted to 236, of whom 92 had 
holdings above 20 and not exceeding 25 acres, 64 had holdings above 
25 and not exceeding 30 acres, 40 had holdings above 30 and not 
exceeding 40 acres, and 40 had holdings exceeding 40 acres, the land 
in these latter cases being chiefly rough grazing and mountain land. 
Out of the total of 7,250 landless migratory labourers locally enume- 
rated 5,902 were sons or daughters of farmers, and worked on the 
farm when at home. 


Distribution of Irish Migratory Labourers in England and 
Scotland, Conditions of Work, Earnings and Savings. 

The migratory labourers who go to England and Scotland form three 
distinct groups : — (1) Achill workers, both male and female, employed 
chiefly by merchants and farmers in raising potatoes ; (2) Donegal 
men, who go chiefly to the East and South-East of Scotland and also 
to Northumberland; (3) Connaught men who go to England, mainly 
to Cheshire, Lancashire, Durham, Yorkshire, Lincolnshire, Cambridge, 
Huntingdon, Warwick and Stafford. 


Achill Workers. 

The group of workers known in Scotland as the “ Achill ” workers, 
but which includes many from other parts as well as Achill along 
the Western coast, especially from Belmullet, is the only group 
in which there is any large number of women. They migrate largely 
in families or groups and are organised in squads which are engaged 
for the season, and, excepting under unfavourable weather conditions, 
the “ Achill ” workers are thus relieved from the risks of unemploy- 
ment to which the Donegal and Connaught labourers are subject. 
They start work about the middle of June in Ayrshire, but later in 
the season they scatter over the country, into Renfrewshire, Dumfries, 
Dumbartonshire, and northwards into Perthshire and Fifeshire. Men 
from Achill also go to work in England with other “ Connaught men." 
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Reports from many large employers in the South of Scotland 
indicate that in recent years there is a larger proportion of women 
and of young lads and fewer full-grown men amongst the Achill 
workers than formerly. There is little or no change to note in the 
hours and conditions of work or in the wages earned. It is generally 
admitted that the Irish potato workers are particularly skilful at this 
class of labour, and that they are industrious, saving, and quiet in 
their living. The wages of the average worker — other than those 
who are in charge of squads — is usually about 15s. per week, in 
addition to free lodgings and as many potatoes as required. It 
is stated that workers usually save from £8 to £10 in the season, 
which lasts from early in June until the end of October or the 
beginning of November. 


Donegal Men. 

The second group of migratory labourers is that of the Donegal 
men, including a number from other counties in the North and West 
of Ireland. These men are employed chiefly in the Lothians and the 
South-East of Scotland. A few find their way north into Stirling, 
Perthshire and Fife, while others move south into Northumberland, 
but seldom go further south than north Northumberland. A few 
North of Ireland men also go for harvesting work to Gallowav in the 
South-West of Scotland. The season for the Donegal men, as a 
rule, is somewhat longer than in the case of Achill workers. They 
begin to go to Scotland early in June, and work on until the end of 
November and even later. They are employed chiefly in turnip 
singling, haymaking, corn harvesting, potato and turnip raising. 
There are, however, far fewer of these labourers now required in the 
Lothians than formerly, owing to the increase in the use of reaping 
machines and self-binders. 

The wages earned by the Donegal men are better, but vary much 
more than those earned by the Achill workers. Their wages may be 
taken as averaging from 3s. to 4s. per day, with free lodging and 
coals. At corn harvest, when engaged for the length of the harvest, 
the usual number of hours worked is 60 per week. When on 
piece-work the hours worked are longer and the earnings are 
larger. Many of them save from £10 to £15 and some even up 

to £20 in the season. As a rule, little employment is given to 
the Irish labourers in managing farm machinery, but a certain 
number are kept during the winter storing turnips and feeding 
cattle. Many farmers in the Lothians have had Irish labourers 
coming to them for over 20 years, and almost in all cases they speak 
highly of them as farm hands, especially when they are put on 
piece-work. 


Connaught Men. 

The third and much the largest group of migratory labourers is 
that of the Connaught men who go to England. Many of these 
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follow a considerable itinerary during the course of the summer and 
autumn, moving from the hay districts of Lancashire into Lincolnshire 
and North Cambridge for the corn harvest, and from thence into 
Warwickshire, Stafford, and Cheshire, for potato digging and turnip 
singling. In other cases men remain on the same farms for the 
greater part of the year. 

Considerable numbers of these workers begin to cross over to 
England from the middle of March onwards, though the great exodus 
is in June, and they remain there until November and in some cases 
up to Christmas. Wages by the week run, as a rule, from about 17s. 
to 21s., with lodging, fuel and occasionally some food. To a large 
extent, however, work is paid by the piece, and earnings vary from 
18s. to 30s. per week, and in some cases even higher. Reports from 
employers in different parts of England show that a thrifty man in 
the seven to eight months of the season can save from £15 to £20. 

From the foregoing statements it is clear that the earnings of 
the Achill workers are lower than those of the “ Donegal ” and 
“ Connaught ” men, but it must be remembered that many of the 
Achill workers are women, the rest consisting largely of boys or 
elderly men, that food, fuel and lodgings are provided, that the cost 
of migrating from place to place is paid by their employers, and that 
the work is, on the whole, more steady. 

The length of the working season also varies considerably, but 
most of the workers remain from 5 to 7 months, and others as many 
as 8 to 9 months. An accurate account of total earnings or of the 
savings remitted or carried home to Ireland by migratory agricultural 
labourers cannot, under the circumstances, be obtained, but it may 
be estimated that the savings in 1912 approximated £190,000. 


II; — Agricultural Labour in Ireland. 

The Supply op Agricultural Labour. 

The annual migrations of Irish agricultural labourers would suggest 
to those unfamiliar with the conditions of Ireland that such migrations 
indicated a permanent glut in the agricultural labour market in 
Ireland, but such a state of affairs does not exist. On the contrary, 
there has been for many years a marked scarcity of agricultural 
labourers in Ireland, which is becoming more and more acute. The 
• numbers have greatly decreased, as will be seen from the following 
table, the particulars in which have been extracted from the Reports 
of the Irish Census Commissioners. . As these Reports state that a 
large proportion of persons returned as general labourers may be 
assumed to be agricultural, the number of general labourers returned 
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at each Census period since and including that taken in 1871 are 
shown (excluding those of the chief town areas) in addition to the 
numbers actually returned as agricultural labourers : —

This shows that there has been a very serious decline in the supply 
of agricultural labour, but does not indicate a still further loss that 
has taken place — the loss of efficiency amongst Irish labourers. The 
best labour has left the country, and farmers complain as much of the 
lack of efficiency as of the difficulty of getting the labourers. 

In June, 1912, the Enumerators of Agricultural Statistics collected 
01 . ^'0 Department information regarding the numbers of persons 
actively engaged in agriculture in Ireland, and the following table 
gives the final result of these inquiries : —

From this table it will be seen that out of 1,073,238 persons 
engaged in farm-work (1) 810,503 were males and 262,735 were

females, (2) 789,658 were members of farmers’ families, 160,819 were 
other permanent labourers, and the remainder, 122,761, were persons 
temporarily employed at farm-work on the 1st June. 

Corresponding information regarding the numbers of persons 
engaged in farm-work in each Irish county and province will be 
found in Table IX., page 40. 


Wages or Agricultural Labour in Ireland. 

Inquiries were again made from a number of representative farmers 
in each county and also from the Constabulary regarding the rates of 
wages current for agricultural labour in the several districts of Ireland. 
The information obtained has been summarised in Table VIII., p. 
35, but it is only possible in the concise form of a table to indicate 
the general range. In every county wages vary considerably. It is 
important also to remember that the majority of agricultural 
labourers are paid partly in kind. Certain broad divisions have 
therefore been made, and in Table VIII. the money wages are 
distinguished of (1) labourers who receive board and lodging, (2) 
labourers having free cottages, with a garden or potato ground, a 
small allowance of milk, &c., and (3) labourers who receive no such 
allowances, but obtain only a money wage. 

The cash wages of agricultural labourers have increased continuously 
for many years past, but the increase in real wages has been 
comparatively small in consequence of the marked depreciation in 
the purchasing power of money since the year 1896. The advance 
in the rate of wages paid to farm labourers is attributed to scarcity 
of supply consequent on emigration, migration to the towns and 
other causes. In districts where direct road labour is employed, this 
has been noted as a factor in raising the cost of casual agricultural 
labour. The highest wages are to be found in the counties of Antrim, 
Dublin and Down, and in the neighbourhood of the cities of Dublin 
and Belfast. . In certain cases the wages of ploughmen rise to a 
pound per week, but the general average in the better districts of 
these counties may be placed at 13s. to 16s. per week for the 
ploughman class. Wages as a whole are lowest in Connaught, but 
the local differences in real wages are often less than is supposed, 
and real wages are tending more and more to equalise themselves 
throughout the country. The scarcity of labour itself assists this 
movement, and returns from many of even the more remote districts 
indicated wages almost as high as those existing in the better known 
tillage areas. In some districts from which there has been a 
considerable migration the depletion of labour has itself raised the 
wages of labour. 

Again, in considering what are the real wages of agricultural 
labourers in Ireland careful account must be taken of the value 
of allowances and the cost of board and upkeep of labourers. As 
a rule full board is estimated at 6s. per week, though in some cases 
it is placed at 7s. and even 8s. per week. Hence the real wages of 
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farm hands lodged and dieted who receive from 5s. to 8s per week 
m cash, amount to on an average from 11s. to 14s. and 15s. per week

An examination of the detailed table X., p. 42, yields much 
information regarding the different systems of agriculture adopted m 
different localities in Ireland. 


Thus the large number of drill ploughs (50,719) returned for Ulster 
is a striking contrast to the limited number in Connaught (2,599), 
where spade labour is widely made use of. Further, the number of 
ordinary ploughs in use, -which are greatest in Ulster (92,807), not 
only indicates a high proportion of tillage area, but also marks the 
preponderance of small holdings. In Connaught the number (31,575) 
in use is small owing to the prevalence of spade ^labour. As Ulster 
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is the chief potato growing province, the numbers of Knapsack 
Sprayers, Horse Sprayers, and Potato Diggers are much above those 
in the other provinces. Thus Ulster with its high proportion of 
small holdings possesses 28,636 Knapsack Sprayers in comparison 
with 3,148 in Leinster where the holdings are larger and the practice 
of spraying is not so generally adopted. As regards Horse Sprayers, 
there are almost as many of these machines in use in Co. Down (731) 
as in Leinster (580), Munster (214), and Connaught (24) combined. 

The large proportion of Manure Distributors and Thistle Cutters in 
Leinster indicates the extent of the grazing area in that province. 
Similarly the preeminence of Munster in the different forms of hay- 
making machinery indicates the importance of the latter crop in that 
area, where the holdings are large and the configuration of the 
country is well adapted to their use. 

Although Ulster is the chief grain producing province it has only 
1,352 broadcast and drill grain-sowing machines, as compared with 
5,382 in Leinster. In this respect the latter province contrasts 
strongly with Connaught, which has only 95. Owing to the large 
hay area of Munster, this province shows the largest number of 
mowers and reapers, having 32,921, as against 30,266 in Leinster 
and 27,832 in Ulster. The advanced character of the farming in 
Leinster accounts for its possessing the largest number of binders — 
5,337 — the corresponding figures for the other provinces being 
Munster 2,512, Ulster 1,435, and Connaught 110. 

As was to be anticipated, in consequence of the large area under 
grain, the numbers of threshers and winnowers returned for Ulster 
are larger than the numbers for the other provinces, but the 
contrast in these numbers is much greater than the relative areas 
under grain would have led one to expect. 

The relative importance of the dairying industry in each province 
is reflected by the number of separators employed : Munster has in 
use 6,504 of these machines, Leinster 1,471, Ulster 363, and 
Connaught 84. 

The figures which show the extent of the mechanical motor power 
used in connection with farm work are subject to a certain limitation, 
as some of the sources of power returned may at periods be employed 
on work other than agricultural.
